Claims 1-6 are objected to because of the following informalities: Clerical errors 
are noted in claims 1 and 3, i.e., the second occurrence of "the" in line 3 of the former 
and the phrase "any of Claim 1" in line 1 of the latter. Appropriate correction is required. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants' disclosure. 

Walker et al is pertinent in its disclosure of vulcanizable compositions comprising 
a terpolymer of isobutylene, isoprene and divinyl benzene (note Example I and Table I). 
The content of unreacted vinyl group from DVB in the terpolymer is not directly 
measured. 

Darling et ai Is pertinent to the use of FT-IR to assay for polymerized 1- 
(vinylphenyl)ethylene repeat units in polymer of DVB and ethylstyrene (note col. 8, 
bridging paragraph).
